More and better fruit can be produc­ 
ed from the old apple 
trees on 
the 
farms in Pennsylvania 
if 
they 
are 
carefully and 
properly 
pruned. 
In 
urging attention to these 
old 
tree*- 
during the winter season when farm 
work is slack, a farm adviser of 
the 
State 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
says: 


"I think there is seldom a fall pass­ 
es hut that the owner of many old a p ­ 
ple trees promises them a good prun­ 
ing during the coming winter. 
On 
a 
great many farms, however, 
spring 
comes around with these old trees iii 
the same condition as they were 
the 
previous fall. If this is the condition 
on your farm, now is a splendid time 
to do that job. 
Get a saw 
and 
the 
primers before* you put it off any long­ 
er. On young trees I prefer to prune? 
in the spring of the year, but old a p ­ 
ple tri*es may be pruned at any time 
during 
the winter 
when it is fit to 
work in the orchard. 


"If the old tree is getting too high, 
we should first take out some of 
tho 
high leaders so as to have the tearing 
limbs i s low 
possible. 
Then start 
thinning 
out ai 11 
of those limbs or 
branches 
that 
cross or 
crowd each 
othe*r until we an* sure that the sun­ 
s' ii** can get into every part of 
the 
tree. 
Remember 
we want an 
op*n 
(re*?, hut not a bare one. 
There is the 
greatest 
difference in the world b e­ 
tween the two. 
In the open tree 
we 
have the* finest spurs and branches d is­ 
tributed over the entire tree while 
in 
the* bare tree all fruit spurs and small 
branches have been removed from the 
larger limbs on the inside of the tree 
and it is only on the outside of 
th* 
tree Umt we find any bearing wood. 
"I prefer to paint the 
very 
large 
wounds in old trees with white lead 
and raw 
linseed oil, but 
this is not 
necessary on a younger and more v ig ­ 
orous growing tree. 
In cutting large 
limbs also be* careful that you clo not 
-plit down the bark and cause a much 
larger wound. 
If the 
limb is large 
either make two cuts or else alw ays 
saw first from the underneath side 
of 
the limb.”
